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Requirements to Vote, Run 
In City Election on Sept. 15 

Election Day for the Greenbelt City Council is just two 
months away, on September 15. to be exact. All citizens should 
be aware of the requirements to make them eligible to vote or 
run for office. Here below are the regulations for citizen parti¬ 
cipation in the Greenbelt city elections. 

Anyone who is eligible to vote 
in Greenbelt city elections is elig¬ 
ible to run for one of the five seats 
on the city council. Election day 
will be September 15, 1981; the 
term of office is two years. Mem¬ 
bers of council receive a salary of 
$2,900 per year; the mayor, $3,400, 

Registration 

Citizens may register at the city 
offices during regular office hours, 

Monday through Friday, from 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m. Also the city clerk 
has arranged for on-site registra¬ 
tion from now until the books 
close at three additional places; 

Greenbelt Homes office on Hamil¬ 
ton PL, Greenbriar and Springhill 
Lake Community Buildings. (See 
city ad for more information.) 

Persons who cannot register at 
those times may request a voter 
registration form by writing to 
the City Clerk, 25 Crescent Road. 

(See city ad for more informa¬ 
tion.) The last day to register 
will be August 17. 

Once registered, a citizen need 
not reregister as long as he lives 
here continuously, and has voted 
in at least one of the two previous 
regular city elections. If a person 
has never registered here or if he 
has moved out of town and then 
moved back or if he has missed 
voting in the last two general elec¬ 
tions, it will be necessary to regis¬ 
ter again. 

There were 3,127 registered vot¬ 
ers as of June 11. Of these 1059 
vote at Center school; 1008 for¬ 
merly voted at North End but will 
now vote at St. Hugh’s; 415 vote 
at Springhill Lake; and 645, at 
Greenbriaf. 

In 1979, there were 3,414 regis¬ 
tered voters — 1,235 at Center 
School; 1,145 at North End; 485 at 
Springhill Lake, and 549 at Green- 
briar. 

Voting Qualifications 

Citizens must meet the follow¬ 
ing qualification requirements in 
order to register in person or by 
mail: 

1. United States citizen. 

2. 18 years of age as of Sep¬ 
tember 15, 1981. 

3. Domiciled within the corpor¬ 
ate limits of the City of Greenbelt. 

4. Of sound mind. 

The city Charter defines “domi¬ 
cile 7 as the dwelling place which 
the voter intends to be his per¬ 
manent home. 

Running for Council 

Anyone wishing to run for city 
council must do the following:

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County Planning Board Recommends Approval 
Of C-M, C-0 Zoning for Sunstates Property

The Coakley & Williams 5 ap¬ 
plication (A9352) to rezone its 
33 acre property to a combin¬ 
ation of commercial purposes 
is well into the process — both 
the zoning examiner and the 
planning board have held 
hearings this month — but 
with no recommendation yet 
from Greenbelt’s city council. 
The Prince Georges Planning 
Board, on a 4 to 1 vote, recom¬ 
mended approval, with condi¬ 
tions, of 20 acres of C-O (com¬ 
mercial office building) and 13 
acres of C-M (commercial 
miscellaneous). 

A special city council meeting 
has been scheduled for Wednes¬ 
day, Juyl 1. At that time the 
council is expected to take a fa¬ 
vorable position if negotiations 
between the city and developer 
have been satisfactorily comple¬ 
ted. 

At the county level, the pros¬ 
pect of a significant employment 
center which will bring in tax 
dollars is very attractive. There 
was no opposition to the applica¬ 
tion at either hearing. 


It is at the local level that any 
adverse impact would be felt and 
so the city council has been pro¬ 
ceeding cautiously in its study of 
the proposal and in its negotia¬ 
tions with the developer for an¬ 
nexation of the land into the city. 

Zoning attorney for, the devel¬ 
oper, Russell Shipley, has repeat¬ 
edly urged city officials to take 
the time they need to make their 
decisions without feeling rushed. 
On Shipley's request the zoning 
hearing examiner will keep open 
the record through July 31 to give 
time for the city’s recommenda¬ 
tions to be included. 

The critical issue that has been 
raised is traffic congestion. In ad¬ 
dition, neighboring residents in 
Greenbriar and Windsor Green 
are concerned about police pro¬ 
tection, aesthetics and the effect 
on area property values. The rec¬ 
ommendations of the technical 
staff of the Maryland - National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission address most of these is¬ 
sues (see details in May 7 issue of 
the News Review). 

Both owner and developer testi¬ 
fied at the zoning hearing their 
concurrence with the recommen¬ 
dations. John S. Rutherford, Ral¬ 
eigh, N.C., an officer of Sunstates 


(owner of the property), agreed 
that the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway/Beitway quadrant is a 
“very visible and sensitive inter¬ 
section. We will take care that 
it not be unattractively devel¬ 
oped.” 

Master Plan? 

While there was mention at 
both hearings that the nature of 
the development in the quadrant 
goes beyond the 1970 Master Plan, 
both planners and developers 
alike find the original plan out¬ 
dated now and inadequate for 
guidance. 

One member of the planning 
board. Dr. John Cumberland, ob¬ 
jected to the “piecemeal develop¬ 
ment and rezoning” of the area 
which “could well become one of 
the centerpieces of economic 
growth in the county.” He talked 
about interrelationships between 
traffic, density, public facilities 
and Metro. “Someone should be 
pulling together all these factors. 
I would like to see a more ade¬ 
quate plan.” 

Member Ann Shock agreed but 
proposed that any planning should 

not hold up the development but 
could proceed concurrently with 
it. Member John Churchill sug-

No Insulation, Siding for Block Homes; 
GHI Board Votes End to Sales Office

The Greenbelt Homes, Ine. 
Board of Directors voted at its 
June 18 special meeting to ab¬ 
olish the sales department, to 
remove from the rehab pro¬ 
gram the installation of exter¬ 
ior insulation and siding on 
the block homes and to rescind 
the current window policy. 
Lengthy deliberation by the 
board as well as discussion by 
the members present preced¬ 
ed each of these decisions. 

The decision to abolish the sales 
department came about as a re¬ 
sult of GHI’s being found in 
contempt of court for not keeping 
its sales department books sepa¬ 
rate from the rest of GHI as they 
had been directed on January 4, 
1980. Judge Vincent Femia on 
Monday, June 8, 1981 gave GHI 
60 days to come up with an accep¬ 
table plan to make the sales de¬ 
partment self supporting and sub¬ 
mit it to him for his approval. 
Judge Femia's decision was that 
GHLs sales operation was not 
self-supporting and so was in vio¬ 
lation of the court order of Jan¬ 
uary 4, 1980. 

The January 4 court order came 
about as the result of a suit filed 
by Nyman Realty in May, 1978 
charging that GHI’s new sales 
policy of eliminating commissions 
on sales of homes and charging a 
single fee combining administra¬ 
tion, inspection and sales service 
costs to all people who bought 


GHI homes violated the Maryland 
anti-trust law. Although the board 
appealed on the advice of its at¬ 
torney on the grounds of interfer¬ 
ence in the internal affairs of 
GHI and objection to having to 
have a self-supporting sales office 
and having to keep it separate 
from the rest of GHI, GHI lost in 
a decision handed down on March 
4, 1981. 

Along with the contempt 
charges, Femia fined GHI $100 per 
day retroactive to January 4, 1980. 
GHI has until August 10 to come 
up with a plan or to abolish the 
sales department. The judge indi¬ 
cated that if he approves the plan 
the fine will he suspended. How¬ 
ever, GHI will still have to pay 
court costs of approximately $40,- 
000 . 

In an executive session on June 
11, 1981 the board voted to termi¬ 
nate the sales department, the 
motion to be reaffirmed at this 
open meeting. 

President Jim Smith reiterated 
the two options available to GHI 
—to end sales or to maintain the 
sales department and require 
commissions. To member Charles 
Schwan’s query of whether GHI 
could financially operate the sales 
department using commissions, 
general manager Tim Mitter re¬ 
plied that it was possible but GHI 
would have to go into multiple 
listings and pay income tax. 
Sehwan said that if it could not 
be financially self-supporting, GHI 
should get out of the sales busi¬ 


ness. Member Ben Abramowitz 
agreed with Sehwan. Director 
Don Volk pointed out that GHI’s 
sales office is small, not big 
enough for people to make a liv¬ 
ing. Indeed when queried the 
sales people had expressed a 
preference for working for a 
larger company if on commission 
only. 

Director Joe Jenkins also 
agreed with Sehwan. The decision 
to terminate the sales department 
was not easily reached, he said. It 
transcended party lines and all 
made the decision reluctantly 
(“and I was one,” he stated) to 
get out from* under the fine. It 
seemed almost an impossibility to 
make the sales department self- 
supporting, he continued. 

Member Evelyn Feller asked if 
GHI would be able to resume the 
sales office in a few years if cir¬ 
cumstances should change. If a 
fee is Set will one of the realtors 
be able to run to the judge and 
charge it is too high? Smith ex¬ 
plained that the contempt charge 
was not made because of the fee 
charge (that was what instigated 
the suit) but because GHI was not 
charging as high a commission as 
other realtors. It might be possible 
to open the sales department 
again, he said. 

To member Ed James’ question 
cf whether GHI would be able to 
buy back houses, Smith replied 
that that issue will have to be

1. Obtain at least 50 qualified 
voters to sign a nomination peti¬ 
tion form, which may be obtained 
from the city clerk. Married 
women who wish to sign a petition 
should use the form Mary Doe, 
not Mrs. John Doe. The records 
show the given name, and if the 
city clerk does not recognize the 
name in its married form, she may 
not be able to check and accept it. 

2. Prepare a notarized financial 
statement on a form supplied by 
the city clerk disclosing financial 
interests for the period beginning 
January 1, 1981 and ending June 
30, 1981. The report must list 
business entities and/or real es¬ 
tate in which ownership interests, 
as defined in the law, are held by 
self and family and also the 
source of specified income or 
debts. 

3. Submit the signed nomination 
petition and financial statement, 
together with a written accept¬ 
ance of the nomination to the city 
clepk no later than Monday, Aug¬ 
ust 3 at 5 p.m. 

One final requirement: candi¬ 
dates must file with the city clerk 
by noon of September 8 a notar¬ 
ized interim report showing all 
campaign contributions received 
in excess of $25 and the names of 
contributors. A final report is due 
on September 21. 

If five candidates fail to win at 
least 40 percent of the votes cast, 
there will be a run-off election 7 
days later (September 22). In the 
run-off election the ballot will con¬ 
sist of those unsuccessful candi¬ 
dates receiving the highest num¬ 
ber of votes up to twice as many 
names as there are positions to be 
filled.

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Summer Playground 
Stays in North End 

At a City Council meeting on 
June 15 Council reiterated that 
the six -week summer playground 
program co-sponsored by the 
Greenbelt Recreation Depart¬ 
ment and the Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission* formerly held at North 
End school, would instead be held 
in the city park on Ridge Rpad 
across from GHI’s 73 Court on 
Ridge Road. Two families pro¬ 
posing to build houses during the 
summer on lots across the street 
from the park had feared that 
this construction might impose 
safety hazards. 

City Manager James Giese, 
while taking note of the problems 
cited by the two homeowners, felt 
that since the program had been 
in the North End School for 
many years most of the children 
utilizing the program would be 
from that area, and the city park 
would be the closest alternate lo¬ 
cation, He felt that since the 
MNOPPC, which conducts the 
program, anticipates three paid 
supervisors as well as some vol¬ 
unteer assistance by parents, 
there should be no conflict with 
the building construction. 

Neither the city nor MNCPPC 
could assume any responsibility 
for the conduct of children or 
others when they are not partici¬ 
pating in the program, Giese 
pointed out in a letter to the two 
homeowners. 

Giese originally preferred uti¬ 
lizing the Boxwood play area on 
Parcel 7, but MNCPPC preferred 
the Ridge Road location. The ma¬ 
jority of council was reluctant to 
relocate the playground since it 
was too late to poll nearby Box¬ 
wood residents on the use of Par¬ 
cel 7.

gested a work session be held with 
the planning director and that 
some funds might be available. 
"It’s embarrassing that updating 
of the Greenbelt Master Plan is 
still several years away,” he said. 
“It’s long overdue.” Only Cum¬ 
berland held out for planning first 
and development later. 

Transportation 

The 1970 Master Plan foresaw 
significant highway development, 
technical staff planner Catherine 
Wallace had told the planning 
board, “but the actual effect was 
not foreseen,” 

Commenting on the same point 
at the earlier hearing, Shipley 
noted that one reason why the 
traffic impact is greater now than 
the 1970 Master Plan could have 
anticipated is that plans for the 
highways that might have siphon¬ 
ed off some of the traffic—“the 
outer beltway, the inter-county 
connector, and the north central 
expressway all went up in smoke.” 

In his testimony as a planner, 
Les Smith of Ben Dyer & Associ¬ 
ates pointed out that corners or 
quadrants where major highways 
intersect (for example, Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway and the 
Beltway) have recently come un¬ 
der more careful examination in 
the rezoning process. These quads 
“are irreplaceable .... (we) don’t 
want to use them up in error. The 
planning commission, county 
council and the county executive 
all recognize the importance of 
these areas and the need to pre¬ 
serve and protect them and to 
encourage employment centers 
rather than housing.” 

No one questions that develop¬ 
ment will increase the number of 
vehicular trips along the roads 
servicing the property — Green- 
b£lt Road and Hanover Parkway. 
What disagreement there is 
hinges on the degree of that im¬ 
pact. The technical staff, which 
makes detailed recommendations 
at the later, subdivision stage, has 
pointed out some concerns they 
have, At the time the Greenway 
Shopping Center and the Mary¬ 
land Trade Center were being 
planned, the floor space of the of¬ 
fice building was restricted to 
200,000 sq. ft. because of trans¬ 
portation restraints. “Why do we 
now show adequate roads for an 
additional two office buildings, 
each 200,000 sq. ft.?” wonders 
Brian Collins, MNCPPC trans¬ 
portation staff. These differences 
need to be reconciled, he told the 
News Review in a telephone in¬ 
terview June 23. Collins, in a 
memorandum of May 19, ques¬ 
tioned some of the assumptions 
used in the developer’s traffic 
study by Robert Morris. Collins 
and Morris used different rates 
for determining how many trips 
will be generated by the shopping 
center when completed and dif¬ 
ferent assumptions on which en¬ 
trance would be used. Collins and 
Morris also differ on how to fig¬ 
ure the traffic impact of the com¬

bination of hotel and catering fa¬ 
cility — though they agree that the 
impact is not substantial. This 
use. in fact, lowers the potential 
traffic impact — one advantage of 
C-M zoning for a portion of the 
property. 

All sides agree that trip gener¬ 
ation would be higher if the land 
were to be developed as currently 
zoned—R-10 high rise apartments. 
But, as Giese reminded the plan¬ 
ning board: “Almost no one is 
building now on R-10.” 

Morris offered additional infor¬ 
mation when he testified at the 
zoning hearing. To his original es¬ 
timate of traffic counts for 1987, 
assuming completion of the 
Greenway Shopping Center and 
Sunstates property (2 office build¬ 
ings, catering business and motel) 
with road improvements, he now 
added trips that would be gener¬ 
ated by the completion of Wind¬ 
sor Green. In three out of four 
instances the resulting service 
would be lowered one level:

addressed. Schwan thought the 
board would no longer purchase 
the right of perpetual use in 
townhouses. 

Mitter told the board that two 
full-time positions and four part- 
time (weekend) sales positions 
will have to be abolished. 

Member Joe Comproni asked 
that since the judge had said the 
GHI sales office was self-support¬ 
ing when paying 5Vs% commis¬ 
sion, “can we take it up again?*' 
Volk agreed with Comproni even 
though it would mean returning 
to the judge with the plan. Direc¬ 
tor Steve Curtis added that we 
“don’t want to throw something 
away just for expediency.” Direc¬ 
tor Margaret Hogensen read from 
a letter from member Janet 
James in which James thought 
that GHI was in contempt under 
corporate law as the law now ex¬ 
ists in the state but that circum¬ 
stances might be different if there 
were state laws concerning co¬ 
ops. She urged the board to con¬ 
tact state legislators toward get¬ 
ting some laws passed concerning 
co-ops. Smith thought James’ sug¬ 
gestion might have some benefit. 
The reasons the corporation came 
into contempt are not clear, he 
said. He felt that GHI had been 
negligent in not taking action to 
“remove ourselves from con¬ 
tempt” (from Jan. 1980 to June 
1981). He added that the corpora¬ 
tion has a tremendous job with 
rehabilitation and does not have 
time for management to consider 
ways to satisfy Judge Femia. Di¬ 
rector Frank Gervasi suggested 
that the legislative committee 
look for a legislative solution to 
the problem. 

The motion to terminate the 
sales " department and escrow all 
sales commissions payable on the 
transfer of those GHI units which 
are presently subject to binding 
sales contracts and which were 
listed for sale with the GHI sales 
office was moved by Director Del¬ 
la Donaldson, seconded by direc¬ 
tor John Lewis and passeed; Cur¬ 
tis and Volk voting no. 

Block Siding, Insulation 

At the last board meeting staff 
had asked for authorization to 
carry out a professional study of 
the cost effectiveness of exterior 
insulation for the block homes, 
stating that other options might 
be more cost effective. Curtis did 
not see the need for a profession¬ 
al study, arguing that staff could 
do it. Mitter and staff architect 
Stan Sersen objected that time 
was limited and they needed the 
results to satisfy GHFs financing 
institutions. At that time Smith 
had appointed an ad hoc commit¬ 
tee with Curtis as chairman, Ger¬ 
vasi, audit committee member 
Ray MeCawley and member Mary 
Ging to investigate the matter 
and report back to the board at 
this meeting. Curtis presented the 
board with figures showing that 
the present plan of exterior wall 
insulation and siding of the block 
homes was not cost effective. Con¬ 
troversy immediately arose over 
the fact that some of the commit¬ 
tee members had not been noti¬ 
fied of the meeting and so the 
work was done by Curtis and 
staff. MeCawley objected as did 
Ging, who said she was home and 
would have liked to have been 
contacted. Hogensen wanted to 
wait for a full committee report, 
but Curtis emphasized the need 
to have a report by this board 
meeting. He saw the objections as 
being “political” since technologi¬ 
cally he felt the report was sound. 

The study showed that the total 
cost amortized over 22 years 
would be $10,880 to $12,280 (de¬ 
pending on methods of financing) 
for a middle unit and $15,830 to 
$17,867 for an end. The payback

for those not paying cash could 
be as long as 29 years; therefore 
it was not cost effective. There 
was no explanation why figures 
used a year ago showed the proj¬ 
ect as being cost effective. It was 
decided that roofs would have to 
be done because of leakage on the 
end which in turn caused paint to 
peel. GHI is now under county 
violation for peeling paint on 
some of the block homes. 

Hogensen had difficulty with de¬ 
leting something (siding and in¬ 
sulation) that the membership 
had voted fer, Rayetta Henson, 
director of sales and member ser¬ 
vices, suggested that GHI investi¬ 
gate those homes that have had 
siding put on by owners after 
GHI had insulated them. Ed 
James said the board should ad¬ 
mit siding' was a mistake and 
drop it. Mitter said the historical 
trust and HUD want GHI to en¬ 
ter into a contract with an engi¬ 
neer to find out the cost effective¬ 
ness of siding. He was to meet 
with them the following day. He 
needed more information to show 
NCCB. They'd like to close next 
week, he added. 

Smith felt that the board should 
go back to the membership with 
this new report. He was troubled 
by the board and management 
taking action without complete 
backup information, 

Comproni suggested that siding 
could be a membership option. 
Schwan protested the poor pro¬ 
cedure of having one report show 
cost effectiveness and another 
showing the opposite—he likened 
it to a yo yo and suggested that 
the report go back to the commit¬ 
tee and be presented at the July 
9 meeting. 

Sersen felt that the reason past 
reports showed cost effectiveness 
was because they came from the 
insulation companies. 

Jenkins moved that manage¬ 
ment delete exterior insulation 
and any exterior covering for the 
block homes from the rehab pro¬ 
gram. Management shall include 
painting as part of the rehab pro¬ 
gram and develop a suitable plan 
to have this painting accomplish¬ 
ed. It passed unanimously with 
Williams and Hogensen abstain¬ 
ing. 

Window Policy 

A motion to rescind the window 
policy passed on Novembeer 20, 
1980 and to refer the matter to the 
Engineering and Maintenance 
Committee was made by Curtis, 
seconded by Lewis and passed 
with Hogensen voting no. 

The rescinded motion had made 
GHI responsible for maintenance 
and pane replacement of all win¬ 
dows installed under the rehab 
program. Those windows that 
have been installed under the 
equal to or better than policy can 
be maintained at the member's 
option. This had been amended so 
that all members be included but 
GHI liability be limited to what 
it cost to replace a pane in a re¬ 
hab installed window. 

Management asked for the mo¬ 
tion to be rescinded because of 
the cost of the many different 
kinds of windows being installed 
and the necessity to survey these, 
the cost of keeping so many dif¬ 
ferent kinds of spare parts and 
the problem of replacing parts 
should a manufacturer go out of 
business. Hogensen objected to 
the motion on the grounds that 
the new windows were too expen¬ 
sive for some members to replace. 
There will be “a lot of cardboard” 
in windows, she prophesied. Also 
she felt members shouldn't be 
penalized when windows were 
broken through no fault of theirs. 
Smith and Jenkins felt that the 
window policy should be exam¬ 
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ined by a committee. Manage¬ 
ment reported that some people 
are taking the windows apart and 
can’t get them back together. Al¬ 
though demonstrations on how to 
werk the windows are only given 
upon request, instruction pamph¬ 
lets are given to everyone. 

When asked about the status of 
GUI’s test case (GHI suing it¬ 
self), Mitter replied that they 
v/ouldn’t be able to get a clear 
ruling. GHI, therefore, has asked 
CDA to be a party to the suit, but 
CDA has not yet responded. 
Schwan pointed out that the suit 
came about because Krouth and 
Altman wouldn’t give an opinion. 
He suggested getting a new law¬ 
yer. 

Mitter informed the board that 
the State Forestry Agency had 
found GHI not to be in compli¬ 
ance with the forest conservation 
program in the first 24 acres as of 
August 1880. This land will be 
assessed for taxes at a higher rate 
of $300 per acre. (It could go 
much higher). Taxes will be retro¬ 
active. GHI has 48 more acres of 
unused land that has been put in 
the forest conservation program 
for six years. If the land is taken 
care of—underbrush cleared, trees 
thinned by cutting, nature trails 
put in, open spaces maintained, 
etc,, GHI will be taxed at a much 
lower rate. The six years on this 
land will be up in August. Mitter 
asked permission to use summer 
help to carry out this program 
and hopefully comply with the 
conservation program. Hogensen 
thought GHI might sell the wood 
that was cut. 
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GHI DC Staff 

Mitter announced that the 
GHirC staff has been cut by 
three people. Williams worried 
that there would not be enough 
staff left to finish inspections be¬ 
fore the warranty period expired. 
Hogensen complained that she 
had received only one monthly 
report from GHIDC. Smith asked 
the manager to take note of these 
and include them on the agenda 
for the meeting on rehab on July 
2 . 

Member Comments 

During the membership part of 
the meeting Audit Committee 
Chairperson. Katherine Keene, 
read a report from that com¬ 
mittee concerning conduct of the 
members at board meetings. 
Methods of procedure were rec¬ 
ommended, including the sugges¬ 
tion that members be limited to 
three minutes each. When asked 
why the report came at this point 
in the meeting Smith said be¬ 
cause it had to do with members 
and visitors. Smith took a list of 
each person who wanted to speak 
and then called on them in turn. 
Member Eunice Coxon felt that 
an explanation of all GHI legal 
suits should be given to the mem¬ 
bers. Lucille Jacoby agreed. Eve¬ 
lyn Feller asked that current 
agenda of board meetings be 
placed outside Twin Pines. Mem¬ 
ber Jay Henson wondered why 
questions posed from the floor 
weren’t answered. Smith replied 
that he would be willing to dis¬ 
cuss questions with anyone at an¬ 
other time but didn't want to take 
board time.

conducts the meeting. The motion 
failed. When Jenkins asked where 
Smith got the authority for struc¬ 
turing the membership part of 
the meeting, Smith answered 
from the bylaws and “Roberts 
Rules of Order.” Adding, “I don’t 
propose to limit members' input,” 
just to “limit it to business.” We 
can't afford the luxury of talking 
over whatever people want to 
talk about, he said. He further 
explained that the board meets to 
make policy and meetings should 
not have to run late. Gervasi 
agreed and mentioned that he had 
attended meetings that lasted un¬ 
til 12, 1, and 2 a.m.
